A multi-billion dollar 
federal-provincial project to 
develop northwestern B.C. 
will be announced in January. 
Industrial Development 
Minister Gary Lauk con¬ 
firmed this week. 

Lauk would not give details 
of the project, designed to 
develop resources in the 
isolated sector of the province, 
but other sources said it will 
likely involve five or six new- 
hydro-electric dams, three 
new towns, five new sawmills, 
a new pulp mill, mineral 
development and a network of 
railway connections. 

The minister said a federal- 


provincial agreement is 
nearing completion and he 
expressed surprise the federal 
authorities have not yet an¬ 
nounced the project. 

“I'm surprised that 
(Regional Economic Ex¬ 
pansion Minister) Don 
Jamieson hasn’t made an 
announcement before this. 
The provincial government is 
ready to go ahead with the 
signing of an agreement, but I 
don't know why Ottawa isn't 
ready to sign, also.” he said. 

Outside sources have in¬ 
dicated the project will have a 
major impact on the economy 


of the north, creating at least 
20.000 jobs. 

The NDP have stated 
repeatedly that nuclear 
energy will not be used in B.C. 
as long as they are in office 
and thus hydro-electric power 
would be needed to develop 
those northwestern resources. 

One of the projects will 
likely be full development of 
the Alcan Aluminum Com- 
any's Kemano power plant, 
south of Kitimat. which now 
produces only half its 
potential. 

Lauk would not confirm any 
of the details, saying only “it's 
big." 


Boating trio 
battles 
icy terror 


A Sunday afternoon canoe 
ride turned into four hours of 
terror in the icy waters of 
Sooke River for three young 
Victorians. 

The three, Lorraine 
Elphick. 17. 1193 Munro. and 
two 21-year-olds. Tom Cairns. 
801 Front, and Vince Hobbs. 
3317 Oak, had only been in the 
water a few minutes when 
their 17-fool fiberglass craft 
capsized. 

Lorraine and Tom swam to 
a large root snagged in the 
middle of the river. Vince was 
carried away by the current 
but managed to swim to shore, 
losing only his glasses and 
wallet. 

A series of setbacks plagued 
rescue attempts, including the 
scuttling of two boats 
drummed into service to 
reach the pair who were 80 
feet from shore in the river 
swollen by days of heavy rain. 

The first boat, an eight-foot 
skiff carrying volunteer 
fireman Pat Farquar, 
swamped when it was pushed 
into a clump of alder branches 
half-way b«ween the youths 
and the shore. 

In the second attempt an 
inflatable life raft from a 
fishing boat was used and 
launched upstream. An 
unidentified man rode the raft 
which was secured at one end 
to 400 feet of rope held by 
firemen on the bank. 

He guided it towards the 
pair and was just in the 
process of helping Lorraine 
into it when there was a pop 
and the raft sank “like a 
rock.” It had hit a snag. 

Lorraine bobbed under the 
surface. Tom lunged for her 
and grabbed her by the 
shoulder. 

The man. meanwhile, was 
carried off by the current and 
swept 200 yards downstream 
before he managed to find 
shore. 

Tom and Lorraine had by 
this time been in the water 
more than three hours and 
yelled out that they were 
exhausted and ready to give 
up 

Fire chief Norm Pimlott 
called to them to hang on. 

Working under two 500-watt 
lights powered by a portable 
generator, he and firemen laid 
a 35-foot extension ladder to 
where Farquar was stranded. 

Pimlott crossed over 
carrying a 24-foot house 
ladder on his shoulder. But the 
ladder wasn’t long enough tc 
reach the pair in midstream. 

“At that moment the girl let 
go and disappeared,” he said, 
“and the boy lost his grip on 
the root and entered the river, 
still clinging onto some 
branches.”

Cheaper prescription drugs 
will likely be available to 
British Columbians next year 
under a provincial govern¬ 
ment bulk-buying scheme. 

Patrick Tidball. a drug 
marketing consultant for the 
government said in an in¬ 
terview this week the program 
will be in operation “as 
quickly as possible.” 

No details have been worked 
out. he said, but the 
provincial government will 
likely buy all the drugs for the 
province on a tender basis and 
sell them to existing 
wholesalers. 

“We would distrilntte them 
through existing outlets so 
that saving could be passed on 
to the public.’’ Tidball 
said. As long as the drug 
outlets are in competition, he 
said, the government would be 
assured that reduced prices 
will be passed on to the public. 

Tidball would not estimate 
l)uw much money could Ik* 
saved under a bulk-buying 
scheme, but said it would be 
carried out through the gov¬ 
ernment purchasing com¬ 
mission on a similar basis to 
hospital drug purchasing 
arrangements. 

As of January 1. about 
400.000 British Columbians 
will he receiving some kind of 
government assistance for 
purchasing drugs. 

“Pharma-care” cards are 
in the mail now- for the more 
than 225,000 senior citizens

“They were very lucky.” 
said Willing, who knows the 
river well. “If there is a lesson 
to he learned it must be this: 
wear a life jacket if you go 
canoeing.” 

The canoe, broken in half, 
was found the next day 
downstream. 

The rescue, said Pimlott. 
“was nothing short of a 
miracle.”

The second group is p«?ople 
on welfare who are is.sued 
cards on the basis of need and 
can use the cards for their 
dependents as well. 

A third group belongs to the 
prescription drug subsidy 
program which covers anyone 
receiving a yearly income less 
than $1,000. 

Those people pay the first $2 
of any drug prescription and 
50 per cent of the costs above 
$2. The scheme also covers 
dependent.^.

$10,000 price tag 
to lire a teacher 

Greater Victoria school bojird estimates it cost more than

NO COINS 
IN THE 
FOUNTAIN 


The city of Victoria has 
turned down the gift of a free 
fountain because taxpayers 
would have had to throw in at 
least $ 60,000 in coins. 

The fountain, which would 
have cost about $21.5.000 to 
build, was bequeathed to the 
city by the late Herbert An- 
scomb. former finance 
minister and co-leader of the 
post-war provincial coalition 
government- 

In his will. Anscomb left 
instructions for the building of 
a fountain at the corner of 
Dallas and Douglas or 
somewhere in Beacon Hill 
Park. 

The city, according to the 
will, would have to pay for the 
cost of the electrical hookup, 
the water connection and the 
landscaping. 

That's where the taxpayers’ 
coins come in. According to 
preliminary estimates, the 
cost of these three items would 
range from $60,000 to $90,000. 

In addition to that, the city 
would have to foot the annual 
maintenance bill estimated at 
$15,000. 

So after taking a long look at 
the gift horse’s mouth, city 
council’s public works com¬ 
mittee recommended this 
week that the city decline the 
offer. 


the net effect of the reshuffle 
could not Ik* determined until 
the total assessment picture is 
known at budget time. 

Council also decided tu 
make suhdividers. rather than 
the municipjility. pay the cost 
of hooking up lateral drains to 
trunk sewers. 

Only Aid. William Noel 
opposed levying the flat one 
mill charge although Mayor 
Hugh Curtis thought the 1974 
council should make the 
decision. 

Aid. F’red Severson joined 
these two and voting was 5-3 In 
favor of the much-discussed 
move to give Saanich 
residents a fairer sewer 
payment scheme. 


“Police officers are as much 
entitled to a little leisure and 
freedom from strain as other 
people," Judge William Ostler 
said this week in a case in 
Victoria provincial court. 

'fhe case involved an in¬ 
cident early Oct. 26 in which 
an off-duty Victoria policeman 
suffered a skull fracture after 
a scuffle with a civilian. 

John Howard McGee. 28, of 
742 Lampson. was originally 
charged with assault causing 
bodily harm but pleaded 
guilty to a reduced charge of 
common assault on Constable 
Walter Sagert. 34.. and was 
fined $400. 

Testimony showed Sagert 
and Sgts. Ted James and Ix}U 
Truesdale arrived about 
midnight Oct. 23 in the 
Ingraham Hotel beer parlor. 
291.5 Douglas, and were 
“subjected to verbal abuse" 
by McGee about a bomb in¬ 
cident being investigated by 
the two sergents. 

Defence lawyer Cecil 
Branson brought out evidence 
that a bomb was found last 
summer in McGee’s car. 
Police have not discovered 
who put it there and McGee 
has gone through a polygraph 
test. 

After the first verbal 
abuse, the bar manager 
convinced McGee to leave. 
McGee came back for some 
belongings and the abuse 
resumed- He was asked to see 
the sergeants at work next 
day. 

Truesdale left and. a few 
minutes later. Sagert vs'ent out 
and waited for James. McGee 
came out behind James and 
words continued. McGee 
pushed Sagert aside and 
Sagert pushed Mc¬ 
Gee against a car. telling him; 
"Leave me alone. I don’t 
know you. Quit bugging us." 

McGee punched Sagert on 
one side of the face. Sagert 
tripped and fell, suffering a 
skull fracture, and will not 
return to work until some lime 
in January. 

Tliansun sard McGcc’s 
mouth and lip were cut in the 
push against the car and "he 
probably wrongly fell there 
was going to be further 
trouble” 

The lawyer said McGee had 
gone through "one simply 
horrible lime" after the bomb 


incident. He said his client 
“quite foolishly" tried to find 
out alxiut the investigation 
when the policemen were “off- 
duty and just minding their 
own business." 

Branson said “the strain 
was too much" for McGee, 
whose father died recently. 


McGee planned to leave the 
area “once this whole matter 
Is over." 

Ostler said people 
“sometimes overlook the 
amount of strain that (xJice 
officers have to go through in 
the course of their ordinary 
duties day to day." 


He said McGee’s persistent 
harassment of the officers in 
the few minutes they had to 
relax was “indefensible” and 
told McGee he was fortunate 
the lesser charge was laid 
lK*cause Sagert was “quite 
improperly and outrageously 
assaulted” 


Buildingsupplies 
becoming scarce 


Brit ish Columbia is entering 
an era of shortages in building 
materials, says B.C. Con¬ 
struction As so elation 
president Wayne Farmer. 

He said the shortages, 
common in eastern Canada, 
are ju.st beginning to he fell in 
the west and it could he 18 
months before stability is 
restored. 

Steel-hased products are in 
short supply and shortages 
are anticipated soon in 
products derived from 
petroleum. 

“We want to try to .solve this 
problem ourselves. And we 
hope to do it without in¬ 
troducing escalator clauses, 
which arc inflationary." he 
said. 

The industry is considering 
a plan to have a single product 
declared in short supply and to 
have a flexible price for that 
product. 

F'armer said this would 
mean that if a certain steel 
product was agreed to be in 
short supply, the contract 
would stipulate a prime cost 
sum. If the price from the 
producer went up during the 
term of the contract, the 
contract price would go up an 
identical amount. If the price 
went down, the contract price 
would decline. 

As a result of this system, 
the construction indu.stry 
would assume all the risks of 
price changes, except for the 
product deemed to he in short 
supply. The building owner 
would assume the risk for 
price changes in that product 

The provincial government 


will be asked to agree to this 
gci.*-i.'' approach, but not as a 
special concession, because 
the same approach will then 
be used in private industry as 
well. 

Farmer said the provincial 
government has expressed a 
willingness to assist the 
construction industry over the 
period of shortages hut 
discussions have not got down 
to details yet. 

A shortage of reinforcing 
steel was the first problem 
encountering by the B.C. 
construction industry this fall 
hut it is only the lieginning. 
F'armer said. 

“When steel is in short 
supply, il affects a vast 
number of products 
throughout the construction 
industry” 

He said there would be 
sporadic shortages of 
everything from steel pipe to 
finished products like lockers 
and electrical appliances. 

Shortages of pt'troleum will 
also begin to have a 
widespread effect upon the 


construction industry. The 
next product to be in short 
supply m British Columbia 
will be roofing materials, he 
said 

Later there could he 
shortages of as^alt. paints 
and all resin-based products 
generally. 

He did not anticipate 
simultaneous shortages in 
several products but a con¬ 
stantly fluctuating supply 
situation. 

“We expect it will he 18 
months before stability 
returns." 

He said despite the shor¬ 
tages the con.struction in¬ 
dustry was in healthy con¬ 
dition in British Columbia and 
there was no sign of a 
rt*cession tor builders. 

Demanil for homes and 
shopping centres continues to 
brisk and the provincial 
government is planning a 
heavy investment in primary 
industries, although private 
enterprise has no major in¬ 
dustrial projects on the 
drawing txiard.

KIJWAIT-Flve Arab 
guerrilla hijackers surren¬ 
dered here Tuesday after a 
two-day trail of violence that 
led at least 30 persons dead in 
Rome and threats of more 
killings in Athens. 

All hostages were released 
safely and the Boeing 737 jet 
belonging to Lufthansa was 
undamaged. 

Hours earlier in Athens, the 
guerrillas threatened to take 
off in the jet and throw their 
hostages out in flight before 
crashing the airliner in the 
centre of the city. 

In Athen.s. the hijackers 
claimed they had already 
killed five hostages, including 
the co-pilot, hut reports out of 
Kuwait said all hostages were 
alive. 

The Arabs demanded 
release of two guerrillas, held 
on murder charges in Athens 
as a result of a machinegun 
and grenade attack at Athens 
airport last August. After 14 
hours of negotiations the 


Greek government rejected 
the demands and instead 
offered to refuel the plane on 
condition that women, 
children and injured hostages 
al>oard he set free. 

The horror hijack began 
Monday in Rome when the 
guerrillas flew in from Madrid 
as passengers and then 
whipped suh-machineguns 
from their suitcases during a 
baggage check. 

With guns blazing, the 
Arabs raced to a Pan Am 
jetliner which was set to take 
off and one guerrilla heaved a 
homh into the plane as his 
companions continued a hail 
of machinegun fire. The 
jetliner hurst into flames and 
28 bodies were later recovered 
from the wreckage. 

The gunmen then forced 
their way aboard the Luf¬ 
thansa airliner, taking a 
number of hostages aboard 
with them. The jet flew to 
Beirut, was denied permission 
to land, then flew to Athens.

Fielding Memorial housing 
complex on Vernon. 

Tlie federal government has 
refused to play Santa Claus 
and, for the third time this 
year, has turned down a 
request for capital funding 
towards a proposed $995,000 
activity centre, an essential 
part of the new community. 

The complex, named after 
the late Mrs. Flise P'lelding. of 
Oak Bay. whose $100,000 
donation sparked the project, 
now has a 60-suite apartment 
building and 19 townhouses. 

Opened last month by Urban 
Affairs Minister Ron Basford. 
this housing will he ready for 
occupation early next .year. 

But the building that will tie 
the whole project together, an 
activity centre providing 
medical, recreational and 
workshop services, is still 
$300,000 away from getting off 
the ground. 

Funds for the centre have 
Iteen sought from the federal 
government since spring 1972. 
The request was first rejected 
last summer hy the federal 
housing agency. Central 


Mortgage and Housing Cor¬ 
poration. and a further snub 
came from Basford's 
department last fall. 

Basford advised centre 
organizers to approach the 
welfare division of the federal 
health and welfare depart¬ 
ment for the $300,000 shortfall. 

Activity centre secretary 
Garth Homer said this week 
he had been given a firm “no" 
hy a division spokesman 
because there was “no 
provision" for the federal 
government to grant such a 
request. 

Said Homer: “I think it's 
pretty typical of the way 
things are done. The govern¬ 
ment is rigid in the allocation 
of money that when you come 
up with a total concept that 
doesn’t quite fit the mould, 
you don’t get money.” 

Homer said he was told hy 
the government spokesman 
that operational funding 
might be available for the 
centre and a civil servant 
might he sent out to examine 
its feasibility.

Parents should try to avoid 
buying glamorous dolls or 
expensive racing sets for 
children this ('hristmas. 
suggests a local educator. 

Instead, they should choose 
gifts that encourage co¬ 
operative play among 
youngsters. says Don 
knovs-les. an education 
professor at I niversity of 
Victoria. 

“Too often children rweive 


a racing set or glamorous doll 
b<*cause the parents fell in 
love with the toy they never 
received at Christmas.” 

Toys which encourage kids 
to play with each other — as 
opposed to ignoring or com¬ 
peting with each other — are 
good heis this Christmas. 

"Someone once suggested 
the perfect toy is a red wagon 
so big that four can sit in it. 
but still more kids are needed 


to make it go anywhere." 

Knowles, who has been 
talking to parents' 
organizations about toys 
during the past few weeks, 
also advises parents to steer 
clear of the fasion doll syn¬ 
drome where "happiness 
becomes buying expensive 
accessories.” 

Toy list suggestions include; 

— Manipulative toys like 
puppets that "are open-ended 


toys” and can be chosen to 
match the age of any child 
(finger puppets for pre-school 
aged kids, and more involved 
puppets for the older child.) 

— Kell dolls now being 
marketed for kids two to three 
years old where the proper 
action — tying the doll's 
shoelace, for instance opens 
up the doll and a smaller 
version of the doll can he 
found inside. 

— Basic wooden cars and 
trucks which teach pre¬ 
schoolers balance and are 
pleasing to play with. 

— Child guidance tape 
measure, for the five-year-old. 
with cloth tape is helpful for 
learning numbers.

with bullet wounds. 

Only three jM^ople have bwn 
caught under the various laws 
governing hunting.

The school board, however, 
says it doesn’t owe the city 
any money.

By the 
looks of it. that side won't be 
the city.

Pollen blasted 
for water talk 


Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen 
is talking through his hat in 
discussing piped water for 
Saanich Peninsula, former 
North Saanich mayor Jim 
Gumming said this week. 

Gumming was commenting 
on Pollen's statement that 
Central Saanich. North 
Saanich and Sidney must 
generate the necessary 
revenue to pay to have 
Greater Victoria water piped 
northward. 

“It’s obvious by the way he 
is shooting his mouth off that 
Pollen doesn’t know what he is 
talking about.” Gumming 
said. 

Pollen is chairman of 
Greater Victoria Water 
Board. 

Gumming pointed out that 
most fresh water on the 


peninsula is distributed by 
water districts independent of 
the municipalities. 

He said a simple answer to 
Utc ix-ublem would he fur the 
government to amalgamate 
all water districts in the 
Gapital Region under regional 
board control. 

He said on the peninsula 
there is Brentwood water 
works. Deep Gove water 
works, and Sidney water¬ 
works. North Saanich 
municipality distributes water 
to residents in the southeast 
comer of the municipality. 
Central Saanich operates a 
pumping station at Elk Lake 
and supplies the east side of 
the municipality and also the 
water distributed by Deep 
Gove waterworks. 


“In 1964 at the first meeting 
of the Gapital Regional 
District. Dan Gampbell. then 
municipal affairs minister, 
said water distribution in the 
district would become one of 
its prime functions,” Gum¬ 
ming recalled. “However, this 
has yet to come about.”

Oak Bay balks 
at theatre deal 


Oak Bay council is Inilking 
at a proposed agreement 
which would give the Capital 
Region District dictatorial 
powers over operation of the 
Royal Theatre. 

It decided this wwk to ask 
the hoard lor clarification. 

Although Victoria. Saanich 
and Oak Bay have agreed to 
pay $250,000 to Famous 
Players Lta. for the theatre, 
the three municipalities 
agreed to make the purchase 
through the regional board. 

This is being done on the 
jdvice of municipal solicitors 
to avoid complications caused 
by a clause in the Municipal 
Act which stales a 
municipality cannot hold 
title to property outside its 
lioundaries without going to 
the voters in a referendum. 


At this week’s council 
meeting. Mayor Frances 
Elford said the regional hoard 
was not aware of the im¬ 
plications in the agreement. 

Some of the clauses in the 
agreement bothering Oak Bay 
aldtrmcn require: 

— The board to appoint 
municipal representatives on 
the theatre committee, which 
will consist of a represen¬ 
tative from Victoria. Saanich 
and Oak Bay. 

— An itemized operating 
budget to be submitted to the 
board each year, not later 
than Oct. 31. 

—The Capital Regional 
District to purchase the 
theatre, maintain, equip and 
operate it and sell it under 
conditions set down in the 
agreement, on the recom¬ 
mendation of the committee. 


The word “recommend” is 
the one that rouse.s council’s 
concern. It wants the theatre 
committee to have full control 
over operations and financing. 

The agreement states that 
any profits or losses arising 
fiuiii the Operation or sale of 
the theatre shall he shared by 
the three participating 
municipalities. 

“It appears the Capital 
Region District board is 
anxious to expand its empire 
and go into show business.” 
Aid. Douglas McLelland 
observed.

Do Oak Bay residents want 
condominiums or apartments 
in areas zonwl for multiple 
family dwellings?

He 
contends that the height level, 
set In the bylaw, would mean 
elimination of the rocks and 
other natural assets of the 
area. 

He has agreed to enter into a 
land-use contract with 
council, if required.

MclA*lland said he would he 
unwilling to consider any 
proposal that contravened the 
bylaw. McLellan added; “I 
am not going to vote for any 
building that does not comply 
with the bylaw. The main 
issue is that it's not a legally 
acceptable building.” 

“I pul emphasis on a bylaw 
deviation level difference of 
nine or 10 feet needed to make 
the building conform. If a 
land use contract was made 
as a device to get around the 
hvlaw I wouldn't support it at 
all.”
